There 
are  two  large  bacon  factories  in  the  district  and  also  the 
Kation£Ll  Stud.

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are  the  r*esponsib- 
ility  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  which  include  the  care  of 
mothers  and  yoxmg  children,  maternity,  school  health,  home 
nursing,  mental  health,  the  ambulance  service,  care  and  after 
care  of  the  blind  and  handicapped  and  health  education.  The 
following  responsibilities  call  for  particular  ccsnment. 

The  Dcanestic  Help  Service  The  appointment  of  a  part 
time  paid  local  organiser  for  the  North  Dorset  area  has  assisted 
administratively  in  tne  organisation  of  tiiis  service. 

The  Welfare  of  Aged  People  Through  its  well  organised 
scheme  (including  the  cc-ordinated  services  of  the  health  visiting, 
domestic  help,  home  nursing  services  and  the  social  welfare 
officer)  the  increasing  responsibilities  in  respect  to  old  people 
are  being  efficiently  carried  out.  The  lack  or  an  adequate 
nxmber  of  hospital  beds  for  the  chronic  and  aged  sick  puts  a. 
particular  strain  on  the  County  Council °s  services  at  some  times 

of  the  year/, . . . 


of  the  year.  An  efficient  scheme  is  in  operation  to  enanr© 
that,  aLS  far  as  possible  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  beds 
available  and  the  available  places  in  the  County  Councils 
homes  for  old  people. 

The  valuable  work  which  the 

Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  does  towards  the 
welfare  of  old  people  in  the  district  requires  acknowledgnento 
Acting  as  agent  for  the  County  Council,  amongst  its  other 
activities,  the  British  Red  Cross  has  established  foot  clinics 
throiighout  the  County, 

In  Gillingham  a  weekly 

clinic  is  held  with  an  ax'erage  attendance  of  eight  patients. 
Thirty  seven  patients  were  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Mention  should  also  be  made 
of  the  scheme  under  which  the  County  Council  makes  financial 
assistance  available  to  the  local  housing  authority  for  welfare 
provisions  in  connection  with  houses  built  for  the  particular 
needs  of  old  people.

WATER  SUPPLY 


On  the  first  of  April  yoiir  vsrater  tindertaking  in  the  district 
was  taken  over  by  the  West  Wilts  Water  Board,  There  has  been 
close  co-operation  between  the  Board's  Officers  and  your  public 
health  officers,  copies  of  reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  by 
the  Board  are  forwarded  to  my  office  and  reciprocally,  copies  of 
samples  taken  on  your  belrialf  are  sent  to  the  Board. 


The  supplies  remained  throughout  the  year  adequate  to  meet 
the  demand  and  the  purity  of  the  supplies  have  remained  satis¬ 
factory. 

Weekly  saji^les  have  been  taken  from  the  supplies  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination. 

Some  concern  was  e3Q>erienced  dining  the  year  with  regard  to 
the  safety  of  the  Fontmeil.  Magna  pri'vate  supply  now  limited  as  a 
supply  to  eighteen  prop>erties.  At  the  end  of  the  year  action  was 
being  taken,  which  I  hope  will  resu3.t  in  these  properties  being 
transferred  to  the  Water  Board's  mains  supply.

House  Refuse  and  Salvage  The  service  for  the  collection 
of  house  refuse  has  continued  as  in  previous  years,  providing 
a  weekly  service  in  Gillingham,  a  fortnightly  one  in  six 
parishes  and  a  monthly  one  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 

Although  a  fire  occurred  at  the  waste  paper  depot  destroying 
a  large  quantity  of  baled  paper  and  rags,  113  tons  of  salvage 
was  collected  during  the  year  bringing  in  revenue  of  £>102  compared 
with  £129  during  "tixe  preceding  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying  No  cesspool  emptying  is  undertaken  by 
the  Council  other  than  from  its  own  Council  house  septic  tanks.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  POLLUTION 


Until  adequate  parish  sewerage  schemes  can  he  provided, 
a  gross  amo\mt  of  pollution  of  streams  and  ditches  in  tiie 
district  cannot  be  avoided.

Application  was  received  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for 
a  site  to  be  used  for  summer  use  by  touring  caravans  on  the 
A  30  road.  If  this  project  should  be  put  into  operation  it 
should  prove  a  useful  local  amenity. 


One  successful  prosecution  was  undertaken  during  the  year 
in  respect  to  the  use  of  an  unlicensed  site  by  several  caravans 
without  proper  facilities  being  available « 


The  cominv  into  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Control 
and  Developiient  Act,  I96O  was  most  welcome . 

It  is  regretted,  htoivever,  that  the  Act  laid  down  n© 
standard  for  overcrov/ding  in  respect  to  the  number  of  occup~ 
ants  in  a  caravan,  particularly  in  one  ?ised  as  a  permanent 
dwelling.  It  would  appear  anomalous  that  a  statutor^^  standard 
is  accepted  for  dwelling  houses  but  not  for  caravans  similarly 
used.

VERMIIMOUS  HiMISES 


Three  premises  were  treated  for  infestation  with  fleets, 
five  with  cockroaches,  three  with  wasps,  two  with  bees,  one 
with  earwigs  and  fifty  two  for  fly  infestation.

Slum  Clearance 


Although  (as  will  he  seen  from  the  above  tables)  there  was 
an  increase  in  house  inspection  carried  out,  no  new  representat¬ 
ions  were  made  with  regard  to  slum  clearance. 

Approximately  forty  dwellings  remain  in  the  district  to  be 
dealt  with  in  this  respect,  A  large  proportion  of  these  are 
occupied  by  elderly  people,  many  of  whan  are  owner  occupiers.

As  far  as  the  remainder 
are  concerned,  until  more  houses  are  built,  for  the  rehousing 
of  existing  tenants,  further  action  is  impossible.

Improvement  Grants 


Twenty  one  (seven)  applications  were  received  during  the 
year  in  respect  to  'standard’  grants  and  twenty  three  (twenty 
two)  in  respect  to  'discretionary’  grants. 


The  standard  improvement  grants  are  undoubtedly  a  most 
valuable  contribution  toward  the  improvement  of  the  general 
standard  of  housing.  Par  too  many  hoiises,  not  'unfit'  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Acts  remain  \infit  by  any  reasonable 
standard  due  to  the  lack  of  basic  sanitary  amenities.  It 
would  not  appear  unreasonable  for  a  time  limit  (be  it  five 
years  or  ten  years)  to  be  set,  after  which  any  house  lacking 
such  mirdmum  amenities  woirld  statutorily  be  considered  unfit 
for  human  habitation.

Some  difficulties  were  experienced  toward  the  end  of  the 
manufacturing  season  with  regard  to  persistently  unsatisfactory 
results  following  methylene  blue  tests  applied  to  sangjles  of  the 
ice-cream  manufactured  within,  but  sold  outside  the  district.

Slaugliterhouses  The  necessaiy  formal  reports  (required 
under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958)  with  regard  to  the  three 
slaughterhouses  (two  bacon  factories  and  one  abhatoir)  in  the 
district  were  submitted  and  accepted  by  the  Minister  during  the 
year. 

The  date  by  which  all  the  slaughterhouses 
are  requii*ed  to  comply  with  the  structural  rregxilations  is  April 
1st,  1961, 


Meat  Inspection  The  Council  (very  creditably)  accepted 
its  public  health  responsibility  by  providing,  during  the  year, 
a  meat  inspection  service  providing  a  virtual  100^  inspection 
of  all  carcases  slaughtered  in  the  district.

The  cost  of  this  service,  however,  should  not  go  without 
comment. 

It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  5^  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
and  inspected  in  the  district  ai-e  consxamed  in  the  district,  due 
to  the  existence  in  the  district  of  two  bacon  factories  a 
general  abbatoir  ’exporting'  most  of  their  products. 

The  grunts  available  from  the  Government  to  assist  with  the 
cost  of  meat  inspection  are  limited  and  the  ratepayers  have  to 
meet  the  major  portion  of  the  cost. 

The  following  tables  give  particulars  of  the  total  number 
of  animals  slaughtered.  Due  to  a  change  in  staffing  arrange¬ 
ments,  the  method  of  inspection  and  record  keeping  during  the
